He 
said that the company’s liabilitiés 
were $14,500, and the assets $8200. 

The company was organized several 
years ago by leading business men ot 
Alton. Fowler was made president a’ 
a salary of $80 a month, but his re- 
eeipts from dividends made his in- 
come from $175 to0"$200 a month. The 
other officers of the company also de- 
rived their principal income from its 
dividends.

He changed his original account of the 
alleged fight and finally admitted that 
McCann had beaten him, leaving him 
lying in the road senseless. He failed 
to explain satisfactorily why he had 
told Mrs. McCann that her husband had 
run away to escape a probable charge 
of murder. 

With a perfect web of circumstantial 
evidence woven about Barrington there 
was nothing missing to connect him 
with the murder of James McCann, in 
the opinion of the State’s attorneys, but 
a motive. This was supplied when it 
was shown that Barrington, after Mc- 
Cann’s disappearance, had begun to sys- 
tematically rob Mrs. McCann by getting 
money from her on messages. 

Barrington was tried by a jury at 
Clayton, St. Louis County. He was 
represented by two lawyers and took 
the stand in his own behalf. When asked 
for his history prior ro his arrival in St. 
Louis he refused to say one word about 
himself. He denied that he had posed 
as an English lord In the face of the 
fact that he had ordered wedding sta- 
tionary bearing the ttle and had con- 
sented to the placing of a huge sign 
with the inscription “‘Lerd Barrington’’ 
in front of the saloon he had managed 
on Chgstnut street. 


Barrington Found Guilty. 

The trial consumed two weeks and 
Barrington was found guilty of murder 
in the first degree. He appealed to the 
State Supreme Court, where the jury’s

SUeS LEWIS FOR 
514,194 POSTAGE 


Postmaster Says That Amount Is 
Due From Publishing 
Concern, 


Five suits against the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co.. were filed by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Blodgett Wednesday, on 
behalf of Postmaster Frank Wyman, 
demanding sums aggregating $144,194.85, 
alleged to be due the Government. 

In three of the sults Edward G. Lewis, 
James F. Coyle and Theodore F. Mey- 
er are made defendants jointly with the 
publishing company. In the other two 
the corporation alone is sued. 

The suits grow out of the action of 
Postmaster Wyman in ruling that the 
Lewis publications should pay the reg- 
ular postal rate of 2 cents a pound, in- 
stead of the publishers’ rate of 1 cent. 

In the first three suits, which are for 
sums aggregating $64,321.82, it is charged 
that the defendants—Lewis, Coyle and 
Meyer—became sureties on three bonds 
given the Postmaster, aggregating $65,- 
000, guaranteeing to pay the excess post- 
age in case the Postmaster'’s ruling was 
upheld. When it was upheld, the peti- 
tion charges, demand was made on them 
and the company for that amount, but 
it was not paid. 

The two suits against the publishing 
company aione are for excess postage. 
For postage on the Woman’s Magazine, 
$55,633.13 is asked and for excess post- 
age on the Woman’s Farm Journal, $34,- 
239.80 is demanded.

Matron Begged for Child. 


On Feb. 7, 1907, the matron of the 
home, accompanied by the child, vis- 
ited the hospital and remained with 
Mrs. Peters for an hour. During the 
visit, according to Mrs. Peters, the 
matron begged perrnission to adopt the 
child. She said she had become at- 
tached to the little girl,-as had also 
the other officers and patrons of the in- 
stitution. 

Mrs. Peters would not ugree to the 
proposition. Her health was improving, 
she said, and she would soon be able 
to care for the child. At that time, 
Mrs. Peters declares, her daughter was 
enjoying perfect health. 

Seven days later Mrs. Peters was 
notified that her little girl was dead. 
Beside herself with grief, she requesied 
that her husband see that the little one 


was properly buried. Peters, without 
going to. the Emergency Hospital, 
where, according to the information 


given out at the orphan home, the child 
had died, directed W. 8S. Gregory, an 
undertaker at 2714 Lafayette avenue, 
to take charge of the body. 


Could Not See Body. 


The following day Peters visited the 
undertaking rooms and asked to see the 
body. The request was denied, as it 
was stated the child had died from a 
contagious disease and it was dangerous 


to expose the body. The body was 
buried in St. Mathew's Cemetery the 
Baine day. 

‘When Mrs. Peters was discharged 


from the hospital she expressed doubts 
about the body buried in St. Mathew's 
Cemetery being that of her daughter.

A QUESTION OF DEMOCRACY. 

Coming to Missouri by invitation of the Lake 
Contrary Chautauqua to speak on the “race ques- 
tion,” Senator Tillman of South Carolina told his 
hearers that ‘“‘the Democratic party is losing its 
seed corn of statesmanship.” ‘“‘We seem to have 
no young men who size up right, this being one 
of the sad aspects of our Democracy,” he says in 
the report of his speech telegraphed from Lake 
Contrary. 

If this is true, why is it and whose fault is it? 

“Equal and exact justice to all men—special 
privileges to none,” is the seed of principle which 
produced Democratic leaders from one generation 
to another before Senator Tillman became a lead- 
er. Every man who held to it, in leading or in fol- 
lowing leadership, ’’sized up right” as a Democrat 
as far as he validated it. 

If there are no young Democrats who “size up 
right’”’ now, it is sad indeed. But even if it were 
true, the case would not be hopeless. Being young 
yet, they will grow older. When they do, they 
may find that what has been preached to them as 
Democracy by Senator Tillman himself was not 
the “‘seed corn of statesmanship.”’ 

Leaving out his profession of willingness to put 
somebody’s “face in the sand” for contesting his 
claim to superiority, there is no seed corn of 
Democracy in the Tillmanism of turning a State 
government into a monopoly saloon. And that is 
only one example of what Tillmanism means as 
a substitute for Democracy. 

It would be as sensible to attempt to raise wheat 
by planting cockleburrs as to attempt to raise 
young Democrats who will “size up right,” by 
planting Tillmanism.

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*THE REPUBLICAN CHAUTAUQUAS. 

Col. Watterson suggests that perhaps three-

This is probably the first attempt to estimate 
the political complexion of the chautauqua. 
Somehow, the impression has prevailed that they 
are intimately identified with the Prohibition 
party, but Marse Henry is the man to know about 
that. He frequents chautauquas a great deal, 
and if there were nothing on the grounds but 
the long-handled gourd by the bubbling spring, 
he would be about the first newcomer to find it 
out. We judge by his remark that the chautau- 
quas are not in the hands of the Prohibition 
party.

| clusively on roots, berries, insects, and 
i the like. In fact, there is always some- 
lthing grotesque and incongruous in 

comparing the bear's vast size and his 
formidable claws and teeth, with the 
uses to which those claws and teeth are 
normally put. At the end of the season 
the claws sometimes become so much 
blunted as to be tender, because the 
bear has worked on hard ground dig- 
ging roots and the like. 
“Rears often graze on fresh, tender 
spring grass. Berries form tiieir espe- 
cial delight, and they eat them so greed- 
ily when in season as to become inor- 
Ginately fat. Indeed, a bear in a berry- 
patch frequently grows so absorbed in 
his work as to lose his wariness, and as 
he makes a good deal of noise himself 
in breaking branches and gobbling down 
the fruit, he is exposed to much danger 
from the hunter. 
“Resides roots and berries, the bear 
will feed on any small living thing he 
encounters. If in plundering a squirrel’s 
cache he comes upon some young squir-

If, when 
such a log is overturned, mice, shrews, 
or chipmunks are found underneath, the 
bear promptly scoops them into his 
mouth while they are dazed by the sud- 
den inrush of light. 

“Sometimes, however, a bear will 
take to killing fresh meat for itself. 
Indeed, I think it is only its clums!- 
ness that prevents it from becoming 
an habitual flesh-eater. Deers are 58° 
agile that bears can rarely get them, 
yet on occasions not only deer, but 
moose, buffalo, and elk fall victims 
to them. Wild game, however, are 
so shy, so agile, and so alert that it is 
only rarely they afford meals to old 
Ephraim—as the mountain hunters 
call the grizzly. 

“Domestic animals are slower, 
more timid, more clumsy, and with far 
duller senses. It is on these that the 
bear by preference preys when he 
needs fresh meat. I have never, my- 
self, known one to kill horses; but I 
have been informed that the feat is 
sometimes performed, usually’ in 
spring; and the ranchman who told 
me insisted that when a bear made 
his rush\he went with such astonish- 
ing speed that the horse was usually 
overtaken before it got well under 
way. 

“The favorite food of a bear, how- 
ever, if he really wants fresh meat, 
is a hog or sheep—by preference the 
former. If a bear once gets into the 
habit of visiting a sheepfold or pis- 
pen, it requires no slight skill and 
watchfulness to keep him out. As 
for swine, they dread bears more than 
anything else. A drove of half-wild 
swine will make head against a wolf 
or panther; but the bear scatters 
them in a panic. This fear is entirely 
justifiable, for a bear has a peculiar 
knack of knocking down a hog, and 
then literally eating him alive. tn 
spite of his fearful squealing.”

Robinson is charged with having vio- 
‘lated, on July 21, an act of the Mary- 


‘land Legislature passed in 1723, known 


/as the Blue Laws, which forbids work- 
ing Sunday. 

| Judge Kimball and a jury must de- 
‘termine whether the act is applicable 
to the District of Columbia. Should the 
law be upheld it is declared all work 
must be stopped in the District of Co- 
lumbla.on Sunday or else each person 


must pay 200 pounds of tobacco for each 
time he is caught working. The law is: 
‘“‘No person whatsoever shall work or 
do any bodily labor on the Lord's Day, 
commonly called Sunday, and no person 
having children, servants or slaves shall 
command, or willingly or unwillingly 
suffer any of them to do any manner 
of work or labor on the Lord’s Day 
(works of necessity or charity always 
excepted); nor shall suffer or permit 
any children, servants or slaves to pro- 
fane the Lord’s Day by gaming, fishing, 
fowling, hunting or unlawful pastimes 
or recreations; and that every person 
transgressing this act and being there- 
of convicted by the oath of one suffi- 
cient witness or confession of the par- 
ty before the Police Court (a single 


tobacco to be levied and applied as 
aforesaid.”’

“They are welcome to all the letters 
written by me that are found upon 
Madine. I have gone through this sort 
of thing once and can go through it 
again, if necessary. I have been dogged 
by detectives for nearly two years, and 
cannot prevent ft, but I have nothing 
to fear. Two of their witnesses are 
now in the Penitentiary. I have my 
children and I am prepared to continue 
to suffer for them.”

Demands ‘Knights and Ladies of 
Honor Secretary Submit Books 
for Thorough Audit. 





Geerge E. Cobb, one of ithe rival 
claimants for the position of Grand 
Protector of the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor for Missouri, announced Wednes- 
day that he had issued ar order to all 
of the lodges in Missouri notifying them 
that the date of the grand lodge meet- 
ing had been changed from Aug. 6 to 
Oct. L 

The first date was set by John D. 
O’Keefe, the other claimant for the 
same position. This date is prior to 
the September date on which the meet- 
ing of the supreme lodge will be held 
in Indianapolis. The date set by Cobb 
is subsequent to this meeting. . 

O’Keefe wants’ to go to the supreme 
ledge meeting with the indorsement of 
the Missouri delegation for the position 
of supreme protector now held by L. B. 
Lockhard. But Cobb gives a different 
reason than hostility to O’Keefe for 
changing the meeting date. 

Warts Audit of Books. 

Cobb says it is in acordance with 
a resolution adopted two ycars ago. He 
also says it is for the purpose of having 
the books audited and showing the 
grand lodge the exact condition of the 
order before it meets. 

Charles F.. Krone, who is Cobb’s law- 
yer, applied for a mandamus Tuesday 
to compel Grand Secretary J. J. Ken- 
nedy and Grand Treasurer C. H. Weins- 
berg to give nim their books, saying; he 
had been appointed by Lockhard, Ju'y 5, 
as a deputy supreme protector for Mis- 
souri for the purpose of auditing the 
books. He says Kennedy refuses to 
give up his boeks and chased away from 
his house, 2535 Dickson street, a process 
server who wanted to serve a notice 
on him to do so. 

Brings Dispute to Crisis. 

If the court takes action on Krone’s 
application it nay settle the controversy 
Letween O'Keefe and Cubb as to wi.o is 
the head of the order fn this State.
